KILLED BT TRAIN. 


TRAINS COLLIDE. 


Real Estate Agent Cut to Pisces Near 
North Vancouver Ferry. 


Maclcod. Alta.. Feb. 24.—The south¬ 
bound passenger train from Calgary 
collided with a way freight at West 
Marleod Junction shortly after 2 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, both engines were 
scrapped and a dosen freight cars were 
wrecked, while the tracks were block¬ 
ed for several hours. There was no one 
seriously injured, but the damage to 
rolling stock was heavy. 


Vancouver. F«b. 24.—Edward Thomas 
Pollok. a real estate agent of North 
Vancouver, was literally cut to piece* 
tinder the wheels of a freight train. 
Just opposite North Vancouver ferry. 
Of eight cars which formed the train 
five pnsaed over the deceased, * one 
wheel at least cutting right across the 
middle of his body. The right leg was 
cut off at the thigh and was again cut 
lower down. The left leg was also com¬ 
pletely severed at the knee, and the 
right arm waa cut off near the elbow. 
In fact, all that remained almost un¬ 
touched of the dead man was the face 
and head. It Is supposed that Mr. Pol¬ 
lok was attempting to puss between the 
cars, when the train started, and that 
he then slipped under the wheels. 

The first Intimation that the train 
crew had that something was wrong 
was the shouting of a lad. William 
Jackaon. who tried to flag them. Jack- 
son say* that he saw something white 
fluttering round the wheels of the train 
and that then he heard the crunching of 
the bones. He leaves a widow and sev- 
oral children. He wgs about 40 years of 
age. and his residence is on Seven-, 
tcenth street east!
